THAT INOOME-TAX. 
The income-tax which Democrats during 
the last years of the war au l for five years 
after, denounced as infamous and unconsti­ 
tutional, has been recommended by the 
Democratic Ways and Means Committee 
of the House of Ri-preseutatives.as a means 
to raise money for the Government. This 
action of the Committee is truly astonish­ 
ing. The measure was olc of the most un* 
popular aud odious ever devised by the 
Governmeul, by which to cattier a reve­ 
nue. It was passed at a time whea the na* 
Hon was at war, and when every legitimate 
means were resorted to for money with 
which to support the Government. The 
first income-tax was passe J in July, 1862, 
and took effect in 1863. It taxed all incomes 
over $600 and under $ 10,000, at the rate 
of three per cent., and on all over 110,000 
at five per cent. Under the law $13,000,000 
were brought into the treasury rn 1864 ;

the income tax rose lo a point the highest 
ever reached in the history of the tax.

Statistics of Recent Failures. 
From the New York Tribune. 
The recent increase in the number of 
failures is generally attributed to the pm9 
peel of repeal of the bankrupt act. N ot 
only since the yote of the Senate for the I e- 
peal, but even since the agitation for it a p> 
peared likely to prevail, this cause has oj >- 
crated with more and more force. D oubt­ 
less it produced much ot the increase un 
number of failures dunug the quarter 
ending March 31, and in part, pos­ 
sibly, 
the

average 
liabilities of firms failing. 
The num ber 
during the quarter was 3,333, against 2.J59 
during the first quarter of last y e a r; t he 
proportion of failures to firms in business 
was 31 in 10,000 during the last quarter, 
against 45 during the first quarter of 18*77, 
and 44 in that part of 1876, and 33 in ti he 
first quarter of 1875 
It does not seem u n- 
reasonable to suppose that as many as 6 in 
10.000 of tbe firms doing business may bn ve 
been induced by the prospect of a repeal 
of tbe bankrupt act to lake that modo of 
getting rid of debts, or may have bu en 
forced into bankruptcy by creditors, in 
order to guard against the different pro­ 
ceedings which will be possible after th e 
act baa been repealed. The increase in 
number of failures was about 39 per cent.

Western aud Southern States, and Ti ry 
small in the Middle States; in the Pacific 
Slates there wa9 a decrease.

tive Thompson, of Pennsylvania.

men were law pinners In Butler, Pa., in 
1800. 
Mitchell had 
studied law with 
I Tnompson, aud subsequently became his 
partner, under the firm name of Thomp­ 
son A Hippie. The young firm was going 
on admirably in business, but Hippie's do­ 
mestic relatives were of tbe most unhappy 
nature. Everybody sympathized with Hip* 
pie, and, as Thompson said to me recently, 
nobody would have blamed him if be had 
announced to the public that be could 
not 
live 
with 
her 
any 
longer, 
and 
leit 
town. 
At 
that 
time 
Thompson was in the Pennsylvania Legis­ 
lature. During a visit to Batler, in either 
1860 or 1861, Hippie told him he was go­ 
ing to Pittsburgh for a day or two. H ip­ 
pie thereupon packed up a few things and 
departed, taking with bim about $2,000 
belonging to the firm. Nothing was heard 
of him for several days, and Thompson 
began to grow uneasy. Hippie's wife was 
also becoming troublesome. Finally, after 
several days’ anxiety, a letter came to 
Thompson from Hippie, dated from “The 
Wide World,” in which he said he could 
not live with his wife, and had gone away 
forever. He secured Thompson by m ort­ 
gage, etc., but Thompson for many years 
did not know where his old partner was, 
but Hippie managed by sending letters to be 
remailed from various parts of tho coun­ 
try to settle every account he owed and to 
forward money to Thompson for the sup­ 
port of his wife. Atter many years had 
passed tho two partners m tt by chance in 
iMiaburgb, the old feeling was renewed 
and the warmest feelings have existed ever 
siuce. Now both of them are in Congress. 
Wnat became at tbe old wife I do not 
know. A divorce was obtained, and H ip­ 
pie married again on the 
Pacific coast. 
After leaving Pennsylvania, in 1860, Hip­ 
pie changed his name from John Mitchell 
Hippie to John Hippie Mitchell, and by 
that name he bas been kaown ever since. 
His present wife is a very charming lady, 
and he has two of the handsomest daugh­ 
ters in Washington 
No man stands hign- 
er among his associates, and no Senator is 
more faithful to his duties.—II. J. Kins- 
dell, in Philadelphia Times.

What Shade Trees to Plant. 
Tuere is a great satisfaction to kilo wing 
what se ectionof shade trees, by those who 
are competent to judge, would make for 
road or lawn planting. Just such io for­ 
mation is now before the public, and it will 
prove of very great value to those who in­ 
tend to beautify their roadsides or private 
grounds. The Park Commission of Wash­ 
ington, composed of three men of high 
Handing in horticultural 
circles, have 
planted miles of street trees, numbering 
about forty thousand. The bulk of those 
are made ot twelve varieties, and are 
named herewith in tbe order in which the 
commission valued them for tbe purposes: 
VV lute maple, American linden, American 
elm, scarlet maple, box elder, sugar maple, 
American while ash, English sycamore, 
buitou ball, tulip tree, houey locust, N or­ 
way maple. 
This is an excellent assortment to select 
from tor roadside planting. Each variety 
bere named waen full grown assumes hand­ 
some proportions, aud most of them have 
brilliant aod attractive foliage in the fall. 
lo planting shade trees along the road side, 
especially in a clayey country, they should 
be set at least titty feet apart, for it closer, 
there will be too much shade, aod bad wet 
roads in the spring are sure to follow. This 
close planting should also be strenuously 
avoided decorating private grounds. Any 
system that excludes the free access of sun 
aud air (rom the dwelling house is perni­ 
cious. Go whatever one may he will find 
this faulty system ot close planting in 
vogue, aud iu eight cases out of ten there 
are two trees or shrubs on a space where 
one would have been enough. The plea 
lur this is a desire for immediate effect. 
The remedy is to cut down in time every 
other tree. This last is seldom, it ever.

B arbados E land, Bridgetown, March 
9,1818.— Promising to give you some notes 
of Bit-Dado0, I submit the following, taken 
from my diary, a n i statistics na record a 
Bridgetown, the principal trading town or 
city of the Island : 
Tuesday, March 5:b, 3 a. rn —We are 
now t> get our first view of Barbados, as I 
am informed by the Judge, who awakens me 
from a sound sleep, and asks me it I cannoi 
smell som ali iou. 
My first thought was, 
there must be fire, bul failing to smell any­ 
thing Ilk; mat, I answered iu the negative, 
When ne asked me if I couidu’i smell land. 
Od second thought, taking the hiut, I con­ 
cluded I could, aud got up and dressed my. 
scil double-quick, for that was what we 
long had sought, aud faiLd to find. 
But 
here we gel our first view of Barbados, by 
the revolving red light on the south poiol 
of the island. 
Tee light Is 145 feet above 
the level ct the £ \ and revolves once 
every m inute. 
AUcr a total eclipse of 14 
seconds, it appears again, gradually in­ 
creasing for 24 seconds, to its greatest bril­ 
liancy, aud then ia 24 seconds more it 
eclipsed, a u l so it continue* to revolve, re­ 
flecting its light, which gives great joy to 
both m anners and travelers. For one. I felt 
that prayer was inadequate to express my 
thankluluess for our safe deliverance, atter 
16 days of rough sea Voyage. We anchored 
at Bridgetown at nine o'clock in the m orn­ 
ing, anil at once proceeded to go on short 
in small boat**, a distance of about half 
mile. 
We could not have had a more 
favorable day. The air was clear, but very 
hot ; the soli, blue clouds fl lated midway 
in the serene *ky ; the sun shone fair and 
bright, and the luxuriance of a perpetual 
Miu.mer covered the whole lace ol nature 
litre we remained for two days, making 
good our tune, in visiting places of interest, 
and laking notes oi the many cunoaities, oi 
which I have but little time or space to de 
scribe. 
Barbados lies to the w iud ward cf 
the caribbean 1-lands, and is of moderate 
height, and generally level, although there 
are some hills, but most ut them ol easy 
ascent. The

Three miles 
fromJBridgtown, is a small place called Has 
legs, where are public baths, and about 
five miles is the small town ot Worshiug, a 
place ol trade and and on every third 
house you will see the sign, "Licenced to 
sell malt liquors ale and beer to be drank 
tm the pre rn vee. 
We took a carriage and 
driver, w ho also answered the purpose of a 
guide, aud visiting the above named towns 
we proceeded over the Island to see the 
sugar plantations, through groves of vari­ 
ous kinds.

Many of the other trees look 
some like our own, and though tropical in 
tact, look to the eye as though they might 
grow as well in the United States as here, 
And even in cur beautiful State of Wiscon­ 
sin, the one above all others, the pride of 
my adoption.

narrow belt of 
earth’s surface, 
its 
long, slim body 
is straight and smooth 
swathed from the foot with a tight ban age 
et gray canes®, leaving 
on y its deep, 
green neck and over that its crest and 
plumage ot de«.p, green leaves, it gives no 
a trade aud bears no fruit valued by men; 
aud it has no beauty to atone for those 
wants, yet it 
luore than beauty—a 
strange lamination over the eye and the 
lacey that will never al'ow it to be over- , 


looked or forgotten. The palm tree seems 
a kind of Iuaus nature to the northern eye, 
an exotic wherever y °u m ett i f It seems 
to be conscious ot its want of usefulness 
for food or shade, yet has a kind of digni­ 
ty of Its own, a pride of unmixed blood, a 
roval descent, the hidalgo cf the seiL 
Looking another direction we see groves 
and clusters ol small grow th looking like 
Indian corn in a state of transmigration in 
to trees, the stalks turning into a trunk, a 
thin. sott coating half changed to bark, 
and the ears of corn turning into melons. 
These are bananas and plantain, as .their 
branches of green and yellow fruit plainly 
indicate, when you-come nearer and the 
trees which start like a hill of corn, grow 
to be 20 or 30, or even 40 feet high, and the 
trunk of which will be 8 to 12 inches in 
diameter. 
Again we see that sad weeping 
tree, its long } ellow and green leaves droop­ 
ing to the ground, what can that be ? It 
bas green fruit, flouts like a melon, and 
there it is in groves. 
I now interrupt my 
m end to a^k the name of that tree. That 
is the cocoa, aud that soft green looking 
melon becomes the hard shell cocoanut. The 
tree somewhat resembles the palm grow­ 
ing from 50 to IOO feet high without a 
branch, ot equal size lo trunk, and of a 
yellowish brown color, and terminates in 
a cluster of long leaves, at the base of 
which grow the nuts in large bunches, en­ 
tirely around the trunk of the tree. 
Oth­ 
er trees there are in abundance of various 
lornis and foliage, and they might have 
growu rn A m enci so far as the eye can 
teach us. 
But the palm, the cocoanut, the 
banaDi and the plantain are the character­ 
istic trees which you cannot possibly meet 
a u h In any other zone. 
Thickets, or jangles, I m ight call .them , 
abound. 
It seems as lf a bird could hardly 
get through them, yet they are covered 
with rich wild flowers of alt forms and col­ 
ors, the while, the pink, the purple, the red 
and blue. 
And here are clumps of oranges,

and

ished foliage, gleaming with golden fruit. 
Now we come to the plantations of 
acres upon acres of sugar cane, looking at 
a distance like fields of overgrown broom 
coin.

But I saw m any wonders la people 
and in the animal, Vegetable* and m int rat 
kingdoms. 
And one (hitog that surprised 
me as much a? anything was the fine 
physical development oi rn my of the na­ 
tive women. 
I was struck with their fine 
proportions, erect, easy and graceful car­ 
nage and natural dignity oi movement, 
which I had seldom if ever seen in single 
individual®, bul there found to be common 
and almost uaiv< r.-al among the classes. 
The utmost effort of art in training and af­ 
fectation could never produce an imitation 
After such inquiries as I could make I 
came to the conclusion that tho out* great 
cause was the carrying of burdens upon 
the head, and I think you will be interest­ 
ed, as I was, in learning that the females 


presents t crowd in the Dumber of people 
equal to anything you ever saw on the cor­ 
ner* of Main and Milwaukee street?, on 
Fair day. A confpiete thoroughfare cl 
lazy,

dressed, 
cheerful, 
hap­ 
py, 
barefooted 
creatures, 
all 
apparently contented and satisfied with 
their condition, morally and physically;

in the year. It costs them but eight cents 
per day to live, and they come to town 
with a little togaicane, a buuch of 
bananas, a few cocoanuts, a little .bread 
fruit, or something for sale, merely to buy 
a few cents’ worth of something they can­ 
not get for nothing, and spend their days 
in idleness. It costs nothing to live in these 
Islands. They need no clothing or fuel, aud 
merely shelter enough to prober them 
from the rains; and the tropical fruits con­ 
stantly growing and ripening,; will fur­ 
nish 
abundance 
to 
*ustam 
them. 
You will remember this c!a>s ol people are 
all black. In looking into the streets lor a 
whole hour and seeing thousands ut people 
men, women and children, you w ill not see* 
one white person, and to see one with any­ 
thing on their feet is rare. In tact they ah 
go barefoot, and many wi ar nothing but a 
yard of cotton cloth about the hips, while 
girls and boys from 2 to lo were of leu 
seen entirely naked and very few had more 
than a loose, cotton sack coming to their 
knees. Y'ou will see one of tm* class rid­ 
ing a donkey not larger than a large New 
Found land dog and the rider has lo bund 
his knees to keep bls feet (rom the ground.

Comparative few, iu fact, ace in to uuder* 
stand how much depends, in the outcome 
OI the crop, upon the* excellence of the seed. 
Nothing is more certain than that all of 
>ur products deteriorate by continued cul­ 
tivation, unless more than ordinary efforts 
•re employed to keep them up to the max* 
unum point of excellence. 
The reasons 
tor this deterioration are various. We need 
not enlarge upon them now. Let it sulfite 
hat want of judgment and care rn select- 
ug seed, ungenial soil,an untoward season, 
improper or slovenly cultivation or no cal- 
ivalion at all, poor management in treat­ 
ment of the aced—these, and other things, 
contribute to the degeneration ut crops of 
ad kinds, and to what is sometimes called 
running oui" of varieties, 
lnus it has 
been, aud thus It will be until we ad<»pt a 
(yeller method audjadhere to ll scrupulously 
of carefully picking out by hand, if need 
be, the very best specimens of seed, pre­ 
serving them with care, treating them by 
the most approved methods calculated to 
preserve their vitality unimpaired, sowing 
and planting them in congenial soil, culti­ 
vating diligently with a view of obtaining 
the best results, aud adhering, through ail 
the routine of cultivation and management 
from seed time lo seed time again, to that 
course which shall not only preserve the 
excellence of the finest specimens of the 
product, but if possible be an improve­ 
ment upon them. 
All of our cultivated products, both In 
the vegetable and animal kingdoms, are

Herein is found one of the 
primary reasons wnv grain, and fruits, and 
vegetables "run out ’ to soon. 
Let us plant none bul good seed, in or­ 
der that, with other favorable conditions, 
we may secure the maximum ot yield and 
quality at harvest, aud reap tho lair re­ 
wards ot our labor in tho outcome of the 
crop.
